“Tradition, legacy, and integrity.” 
Those are the three words NFL Commissioner Paul Tagliabue has used to describe Carolina 
Panthers Owner and Founder Jerry Richardson. 


The words were well chosen. 


Richardson knows about tradition. He was a member of one of the NFL's most storied teams, the 
Baltimore Colts, and played a role in their 1959 championship win over the New York Giants. He, 
along with George Halas, is one of two NFL owners to ever play in the Leaque. 


He is also familiar with legacy, for he will always be known as the man who brought NFL football 
to the Carolinas. That has been enough to earn him induction into both the North Carolina and 
South Carolina Sports Halls of Fame. However, even before he gained that most recent notoriety, he 
was already regarded as one of the best college players to play in the Palmetto State. 


Richardson's integrity is reinforced every time the Commissioner appoints him to another com- 
mittee, for as Tagliabue has said, “Jerry wins people's confidence because he’s forthright, he’s 
intelligent, and he's able to suggest win-win solutions over conflict.” 


Another quality can be added to Tagliabue’s list — passion. Richardson has a passion for his 
family, for the NFL, and for the Carolinas. That passion led him to bring a franchise to his native 
state against staggering odds. It led him to be the motivation behind one of the finest stadiums 
in the country as the home of the Carolina Panthers. And it now leads him to make the neces- 
sary moves to restore the Panthers among the NFL's elite. 


After growing up in North Carolina, Richardson moved to South Carolina to attend Wofford 
College in Spartanburg. A stellar college career for the Terriers led the Baltimore Colts to draft 
him in the 13th round in 1958. 


In a glimpse of what would come nearly 40 years later, Richardson overcame tremendous odds to earn a 
roster spot as a third receiver with the Colts. In the 1959 Championship Game, he caught a touchdown 
pass from Johnny Unitas in a 31-16 victory over the Giants.

He is one of the most active owners in the NFL and is currently the Chairman of the Stadium 
Committee. 

Richardson was born in Spring Hope, NC, and grew up in Fayetteville, where he graduated from 
Fayetteville Senior High School. He and his wife, Rosalind Sallenger Richardson, have two sons, 
Jon and Mark, and a daughter, Ashley Richardson Allen, of Charlotte. The Richardsons have nine 
grandchildren and live in Charlotte.

When the events of September 11 occurred last year, Richardson was one of nine league officials 
tabbed by Commissioner Paul Tagliabue to serve on the NEU's security task force, and visitors con- 
tinue to compliment the commitment that went in into the stadium. 


“There is not a better facility in the League for a telecast,” says Monday Night Football Producer Fred 
Gaudelli. “No facet was overlooked or spared in making Ericsson Stadium one of the premier facilities.” 


Quality has been the goal from the start and at a cost of approximately $187 million, privately 
funded Ericsson Stadium has proven to be a bargain by any assessment. With generous ratios of 
concession points of sale to an above average ratio of restroom facilities, the stadium has proven 
to be convenient for fans from its inception. Recently, additional water supply lines were 
installed to improve water capacity and pressure within the stadium. The playing field was 
replaced with hybrid bermuda grass for the 2002 season. The stadium has received media recog- 
nition, a multitude of awards from the construction industry, and praise throughout the NFL. 
While stadium construction steadily continues, Ericsson Stadium has served as a model for 
nearly a decade, 


In addition to hosting 61 Panthers games since 1996, the stadium also has hosted a variety of 
other events ranging from Billy Graham's 1996 Carolinas Crusade to the Rolling Stones “Bridges 
to Babylon” tour. It has also been the site for a number of college football games as well as the 
site of the Men’s NCAA College Cup for two years and U.S. 
Women's World Cup soccer team exhibition matches in 
1999 and 2000. Beginning in 2002 and for the next three 
years, the stadium will host the new Continental Tire Bowl.

From groundbreaking work in the title sponsorship field to an appointment to the prestigious NFL 
Competition Committee, Mark Richardson has emerged as one of the young leaders in the National 
Football Leaque. For those familiar with the Carolina Panthers, his ascendance in League circles 
comes as no surprise. 


Mark has been at the heart of the Panthers since before the team’s inception. Beginning with the 
living room of his house serving as an office in 1987, Mark has overseen the business growth of the 
team. That development has been both impressive and innovative, 


When the cost of a stadium and a franchise appeared prohibitive, he helped identify the PSL con- 
cept, which has spread throughout the professional sports world. Mark then guided the land 
acquisition process for the stadium and assisted in the building of the state-of-the-art facility. In the 
formative stages of title sponsorship, he negotiated one of the first stadium naming rights packages 
that saw the newly constructed playing facility christened Ericsson Stadium. In addition, Mark 
assisted in the design of team uniforms, the development of the award-winning logo, and the mar- 
keting efforts of the team. Under his leadership, the Panthers have remained at the innovative 
forefront, becoming one of just three teams to bring its radio and television packages in-house. 


Those inroads did not go unnoticed by NFL Commissioner Paul Tagliabue, who appointed Richardson 
to the League's competition committee in December 2000. 


“Tt is important that we continue to bring new ideas and diverse perspectives to the work of the 
competition committee,” said Tagliabue. “In Mark Richardson, we have an individual who will bring 
something special to the committee's tasks.” 


In addition to the competition committee, Richardson serves on the compensation committee and 
is a member of the NFL Properties Board of Directors.

As a player, Richardson was a member of Clemson University’s 1981 National Championship team and 
ACC Championship teams in 1981 and 1982.

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John Fox culminated a 24-year odyssey when he was named head coach of the Carolina Panthers 
on January 26, 2002. Regarded as one of the top defensive coaches in the National Football 
League, Fox inherits the formidable challenge of overseeing the development of a competitive 
squad in the new NFC South division. If past production, work ethic, enthusiasm, and high 
energy are ingredients to meeting that challenge, the Panthers have found the right man. 


It is appropriate that John has achieved his opportunity the old-fashioned way, beginning as a 
graduate assistant in 1978 and making 12 stops in 17 years before being named defensive coor- 
dinator of the New York Giants in 1997. Seizing that position, he annually crafted highly 
regarded units, known for their all-out play as well as their production. 


It is not coincidental that John came up through the ranks. His style and philosophy are as 
grounded as his career path to Carolina. It is a combination that caught the Panthers attention, 
for in John, the son of a Navy Seal, they found a man whose passion for the game is matched 
by the zeal of his players on the field. 


| “T think he was the best at getting the most out of his players,” says the Giants Keith Hamilton. 
“You can have a lot of talent, but if you don’t get the most out of it, you're selling yourself short. It 
was like he had a personal vendetta in each game. He's a great coach and he’s a great motivator." 


If John coaches like he has a vendetta, it could be that he has something to prove after so many 
professional stops. Boise, ID. Ames, IA. Lawrence, KS. They were all on his resumé before 
reaching the NFL as a secondary coach for the Pittsburgh Steelers in 1989. Even then he stayed 
on the move - San Diego (1992-1993), Oakland (1994-1995), St. Louis (1996) — before reaching 
the Giants as defensive coordinator. 


At New York, the accomplishments started with his arrival and reached a crescendo in the Giants 
shutout of high-powered Minnesota in the 2001 NFC Championship Game. The Vikings entered 
the game averaging more than 25 points while passing for nearly 260 yards per game. Against 
John’s defense, the totals were zero points and 60 yards through the air. 


It was a performance that had been building in the regular season. In that season, New York 
allowed only 62 first downs rushing, well below the NFL 
average of 98. Three opponents gained less than 200 yards

Pass pressure was another trademark of John’s units. 
Under his tutelage, New York recorded 230 sacks, ranking 
third in the NEL. Last season, Michael Strahan set a League record with 22.5 sacks. 


“I didn’t make my career what it has tured out to be until coach Fox came,” says Strahan. “He 
truly taught me, and taught us, about football, and not just lining up and using your athletic 
ability to make a play. He took guys that maybe weren't as athletic and made us all understand 
the game so we could play it faster and play it better.”

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His impact was immediate upon his arrival in New York. In 1997 John orchestrated a defense 
that led the NFL and set a club record in take-aways with 44, leading the League in intercep- 
tions with 27. That edition of the Giants defense tied for third in the League in sacks with 54, 
the fourth-best total in team history. The defense was second in the NFC against the run at 90.7 
yards per game and held opponents to 20 or fewer points in 12 of 16 games, including 10 or less 
in six of those contests. John was honored as Assistant Coach of the Year by Pro Football Weekly. 


However, his success as a coordinator did not begin with the Giants. Before serving as a consultant 
to the Rams in 1996, he engineered the Oakland Raiders to a 10th place finish in total defense in 
1994 and 11th in 1995. At Oakland, he worked with future Giants Head Coach Jim Fassel. 


Before joining Oakland, John was the secondary coach under Bobby Ross at San Diego in 1992 
and 1993, John started his NFL coaching career with the Pittsburgh Steelers as defensive backs 
coach from 1989-1991, overseeing the top-rated pass defense in 1990. 


John moved to the Steelers from the University of Pittsburgh, where he served as defensive coor- 
dinator and secondary coach for the Panthers from 1986-88. In each of his three seasons, the 
Pittsburgh pass defense was statistically ranked among the top 10 in the nation. 


Prior to his three-year stay with Pittsburgh, John made eight moves in as many seasons as he 
worked his way through the coaching ranks, including a foray into professional football with the 
Los Angeles Express of the USFL in 1985. Starting as a graduate assistant at his alma mater of 
San Diego State in 1978, John became an assistant at United States International University a 
year later and made a succession of moves to Boise State (1980), Long Beach State (1981), Utah 
(1982), Kansas (1983) and Iowa State (1984), 


A native of Virginia Beach, VA, John was born February 8, 1955, and grew up in the San Diego 
area after moving at age 15. He attended Castle Park HS in Chula Vista and played football at 
Southwestern Junior College in Chula Vista (1974-75) before going to San Diego State, where he 
played defensive back for the Aztecs. He graduated from San Diego State with a bachelor's degree 
in physical education and earned a secondary education teaching credential in 1977. 


John and his wife, Robin, have three sons: Matthew (6/5/87), Mark (12/4/90), and Cody 
(2/21/92), and a daughter, Halle (12/27/99).

sO ACHING: Despite the overall record by the Panthers in 2001, there was nothing dis- 
appointing in Carolina's special teams—unless you are Scott O'Brien. In a year in which the 
special teams were ranked sixth overall by the Dallas Morning News and produced two Pro Bowl 
players, Scott saw room for improvement after finishing the previous two years as the League's 
second-ranked unit. 


The Panthers are annually regarded among the NFL's best, but last year was noteworthy for a 
couple of special reasons—Steve Smith and Todd Sauerbrun. Smith was the only rookie to make 
the Pro Bowl after leading the NFL in kickoff return average and setting a team record with three 
returns for touchdowns (two kickoffs and one punt return), Sauerbrun rewrote the Carolina 
record book while leading the NFL in punting average, net punting average and punts inside the 
20. They are just the latest players to excel under Scott. In 11 seasons, he has had eight play- 
ers selected to the Pro Bowl. 


Setting records and producing Pro Bowl players is nothing new for Scott. In 1997, Jermaine 
Lewis tied an NFL record with two punt returns for touchdowns in one game, marking the 10th 
such occurrence in League history. With the Browns, Scott was also the coach when Eric Metcalf 
returned two punts for scores in the same game in 1993. In 1994, Scott's unit in Cleveland 
executed a fake kick and scored the first two-point conversion in NFL history. 


Scott joined the Browns in 1991 from the University of Pittsburgh, where he coached special 
teams and assisted in coaching the defensive line for three years. Prior to his time at Pittsburgh, 
Scott served three seasons at Wisconsin Superior and three years at the University of Nevada- 
Las Vegas followed by a one-year coaching stint at Rice.

PLAYING AND PERSONAL: A graduate of Wisconsin-Superior where he played 
linebacker, Scott played for the Green Bay Packers and Toronto Argonauts in 1979 before begin- 
ning his coaching career.

Born June 25, 1957, Scott is a native of Superior, WI and a graduate of Superior HS. Scott is married 
to the former Shawn Kinney, also of Superior, who earned a doctorate in psychology from the 
University of Pittsburgh and currently has a private practice in Charlotte. The O'Briens live in Charlotte.

For the last three years, all of which the Ravens finished second in total defense, Jack coached 
the talented Baltimore Ravens linebackers, overseeing the development of Peter Boulware, Jamie 
Sharper and Ray Lewis, the NFL's Defensive Player of the Year in 2000 and the MVP of Super Bowl 
XXXV. During the Ravens Super Bowl championship season in 2000, Baltimore's defense set the 
NFL 16-game record by allowing only 165 points and recorded four shutouts, one shy of the post- 
1970 record. The defense continued its domination in the playoffs, allowing just one touchdown 
in four games. The lone score allowed in the Ravens 34-7 Super Bowl XXXV win over the New 
York Giants came on a kickoff return. 


Jack coached two seasons in New Orleans before joining Baltimore. He was the linebackers coach 
in 1998 after Baga as the assistant ona coach in 1997. 


LAYIN PERSO : An 11-year NFL veteran, Jack was a third-round 
choice by New Saseass in 1985, ‘He was toa to the NFL's All-Rookie team and earned the Saints 
Rookie of the Year award in 1985. Following two seasons with the Saints, Jack played for the 
Chiefs (1987-88), Cowboys (1989-91) and Vikings (1992-95). He led the Vikings in tackles three 
straight years (1992-94) and played in the Pro Bowl following the 1994 campaign. During his 
career, Jack recorded 1,078 tackles, registered 12 quarterback sacks, posted 13 interceptions, 
and started more than 100 consecutive games between 1989 and 1994. 


Jack was a four-year starter from 1981-84 at Southern California, where he earned consensus 
All-America honors as a senior and was a finalist for the Lombardi Award. He led the Trojans in 
tackles for a loss three years in a row and played in the East-West Shrine Game and the Japan 
Bowl. Drafted out of high school by the Toronto Blue Jays in 1981, Jack batted .340 while play- 
ing catcher on Southern California's baseball team and was a teammate of current Arizona 
pitcher Randy Johnson and former major league slugger Mark McGwire. 

Jack graduated from Hayward (CA) HS and holds a political science degree from the University 


of Kansas, which he finished while playing for the Chiefs. Born April 4, 1963 in Castro Valley, 
CA, Jack and his wife, Linda, have three daughters, Lauren, Hope and Aubrey, and a son, Luke.

A valued member of Joe Gibbs staff at Washington in the 1980's, he assisted in the Redskins drives to 
Super Bowl XVII and XXII titles. During that time, he played an integral role in helping Theismann 
and Williams to some of their best pro seasons, 


Most recently, his versatility was reflected at New York as the Jets quarterbacks coach. During New 
York's run to the AFC Championship game in 1998, Dan oversaw the resurgence of Testaverde, coach- 
ing him to a Pro Bowl selection as the former Heisman Trophy winner set a club record for most 
touchdown passes in a season with 29. A year later when an injury forced Testaverde to the sidelines, 
Dan helped develop young signal-caller Ray Lucas, who led the team to a 7-2 record. Elevated to offen- 
sive coordinator in 2000, he guided the Jets to 12th in the NFL in total offense.

COACHING: In his first season with the Panthers, Paul Boudreau reinforced his reputa- 
tion as one of the outstanding offensive line coaches in the NFL, Under his tutelage, the 
Panthers set a club record of 31 sacks allowed after giving up 69 the previous year for a net 
improvement of +38. 


Overall the Panthers ranked eighth in the NFL in sacks allowed per pass attempt after finishing 
last the previous season. After allowing a sack in 70 consecutive games, Carolina held San 
Francisco without a sack on November 18 and finished the season with three games without 
giving up a sack, Nine times last season, Carolina allowed one or less sack in a game, 


On the ground, Carolina's rushing average jumped from 3.3 yards per attempt to 3.9 per carry 
as the Panthers rushed for nearly 200 more yards in nine less attempts than the previous season. 


In addition to working with the Panthers, Paul oversaw stellar offensive lines at New Orleans, 
Detroit, New England and Miami before joining the Panthers in 2001, 


As coach of the Dolphins offensive line, Paul developed a unit that paved the way for Lamar 
Smith to rush for 1,139 yards, giving the Dolphins their first 1,000-yard rusher since 1996, and 
surrendered just 28 sacks, tied for the fourth-lowest total in the NEL. 


His run of success began in 1987 in New Orleans, where the Saints were perennially ranked 
among the League leaders in fewest sacks allowed. Overall, the Saints placed in the top three in 
that category four times. In those seven years, New Orleans allowed a total of only 167 sacks 
(23.9 per season), third lowest in the NFL. In 1992, they surrendered a League-low 15 sacks. 


A move to Detroit in 1994 resulted in more success as the Lions led the NFL in total offense in 
1995, and running back Barry Sanders attained the 1,500-yard rushing plateau all three seasons, 
During Paul's three-year stay at Detroit, tackle Lomas Brown and center Kevin Glover were Pro 
Bowl selections. 


Paul moved to New England in 1997 and coached two seasons with the Patriots. In his first 
season, he helped the Patriots win their second consecutive division title, a first in franchise 
history. Paul's offensive line allowed just 30 sacks and ranked fourth in the NFL in sacks allowed 
per pass attempt (18.7 pass plays/sack). 

Prior to entering the NFL, Paul was offensive line coach with the Edmonton Eskimos of the 
Canadian Football Leaque from 1983-1986. As a college coach, he worked at Boston College, 
Maine, Dartmouth, and Navy. He also spent a season coaching at Oxford (MA) HS in 1973. 


PLAYING AND PERSONAL: A native of Arlington, MA, Paul was a letterman 
in both football and baseball at Boston College. He and his wife, Joan, have a son, Paul, who is 
an assistant football coach at Brown University, and a daughter, Jill, He was born on December 
30, 1949, in Arlington, MA.

COACHING: An original member of the Panthers coaching staff, Don Breaux has become 
a mainstay with the team, and it is easy to see why. Five times he has helped tutor Wesley Walls 
to the Pro Bowl, and it would probably be six-for-six had a knee injury not cut short the tight 
end's 2000 season. 


Under Don’s tutelage, Walls evolved into the premier NFC tight end while going to four straight 
Pro Bowls from 1996 to 1999. Since 1996 Walls has led all NFL tight ends in touchdown catches 
(40) and ranked in the top three in receiving yards and catches, 


Walls is just the latest player to peak under Don. Beginning as running backs coach for Joe 
Gibbs in Washington in 1981, Don coached three different backs to a total of seven 1,000 yard 
seasons as John Riggins, George Rogers and Earnest Byner each had consecutive rushing seasons 
of more than 1,000 yards. While with the Redskins, Don earned three Super Bowl rings, coach- 
ing three different backs in the championship: Riggins in 1982, Timmy Smith in 1987 and Byner 
in 1991, Riggins was named MVP of Super XVII and Smith set a Super Bowl record with 204 yards 
rushing in Super Bowl XXII. After leaving the Redskins, Don spent the 1994 season as the New 
York Jets tight ends coach before joining the Panthers in 1995. 


Don not only teaches his players, he serves as an inspiration to them. One week after having 
colon cancer surgery, Breaux was back on the coaching field in 2000. 


In more than half of his NFL coaching seasons, Don has produced a Pro Bowl player. In addition 
to Walls, Riggins, Rogers and Byner all made Pro Bowl appearances under Breaux, and Riggins 
was inducted to the Pro Football Hall of Fame in 1992. 


Success has not come to Don only on the pro level. Prior to joining the Redskins in 1981, Don 
coached 14 years on the collegiate level with teams that made 12 postseason appearances while 
working at Arkansas, Texas, Florida, and Florida State. During those years, he made his NFL 
coaching debut as the Houston Oilers running backs coach in 1972. 


PLAYING AND PERSONAL: Don enjoyed a stellar playing career as a quar- 
terback at McNeese State before going to Denver of the AFL in 1963 and San Diego from 1964-65. 
As a member of the Broncos and Chargers, he completed 92 of 181 passes for 1,339 yards and 
nine touchdowns. As a Bronco, he once threw four touchdown passes in a game. Born August 
3, 1940, in Jennings, LA, he attended LaGrange HS in Lake Charles. Don and his wife, Harleen, 
have two married daughters, Kara and Shiela, and live in Cornelius, NC.

COACHING: Mike has gained a wealth of experience in a very short time on the profes- 
sional level, working as an offensive assistant and as quarterbacks and wide receivers coach in 
his first two seasons. Starting as an offensive assistant, Mike was thrust into the quarterback 
coaching role after four weeks of the 2000 season. Working with quarterback Steve Beuerlein, 
Mike helped the NFL veteran to one of his better seasons as a rookie coach. 


Last year he did a very commendable job with an injury-riddled wide receiving corps that did 
not have Muhsin Muhammad or Patrick Jeffers for much of the year. In their absence, Mike 
helped veteran Isaac Byrd to his best pro season and assisted in the development of rookie Steve 
Smith. 


Mike returns to his role as offensive assistant in which he will oversee tape breakdown for sta- 
tistical tendencies, assist in game plan preparation, and work with offensive coordinator Dan 
Henning and the Carolina quarterbacks. 


PLAYING AND PERSONAL: Mike brings playing experience in his resumé, 
originally singing with the Denver Broncos as an undrafted free agent in 1995 and later joining 
the Green Bay Packers. He saw his first pro playing time as a member of the Amsterdam Admirals 
of NFL Europe in 1997 and earned a roster spot with the San Francisco 49ers, serving as the 
team’s third quarterback for one game. In 1998, Mike went to training camp with the 
Philadelphia Eagles and completed his playing career with the Calgary Stampeders of the 
Canadian Football League in 1999. 


Mike's college career took a number of turns, but ended in dramatic fashion as he threw a game- 
winning touchdown in the final minute to give Utah a 16-13 win in the Freedom Bowl. He 
started his college career at Long Beach State, where he played for legendary head coach George 
Allen.

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COACHI : One of the best linebackers to ever suit up in the NFL, Sam Mills is now 
imparting his wealth of experience as the Panthers linebacker coach. Every ounce of his wisdom 
was needed last year as injuries devastated the Carolina linebacking corps, but John Fox did not 
hesitate in retaining Sam for a fourth season at the position. 


In 1997, Sam finished his Carolina playing career having not missed a start in 50 games, includ- 
ing the playoffs, and leading the team in tackles two of his three seasons. His Panthers career 
was distinguished by two of the biggest plays in team history. His 36-yard interception return 
for a touchdown versus the Jets in 1995 triggered the first victory in team history and was a 
turning point in the team’s record-setting inaugural season. The following year, his interception 
versus Dallas in the 1996 divisional playoffs sealed the first postseason win in team history. 


In recognition of his contributions, Sam became the first former player and the second member 
of the Panthers Hall of Honor. Sam has also been elected to Halls of Fame for the New Orleans 
Saints and the state of Louisiana. 


Overall, Sam played 12 seasons in the NFL and recorded 1,319 tackles, 20.5 sacks, 11 intercep- 
tions and four touchdowns while starting 173 of 181 games. He played the first nine seasons of 
his career with the New Orleans Saints and was a five-time Pro Bowl selection, making the trip 
as a Panther in 1996. 


Waived by Cleveland in 1981 and Toronto of the CFL in 1982, Sam made his mark as a member 
of the Philadelphia/Baltimore Stars of the USFL from 1983-85. He was a three-time All-USFL 
selection and helped the Stars to ie titles in 1983 and 1984.

COACHING: In his first season with the Panthers, Jim Skipper brings 28 years of coach- 
ing experience, including 15 in the NFL, to the Carolinas. He comes to Carolina after spending 
four years with the New York Giants and 2001 as head coach of the XFL's San Francisco Demons. 


Jim began his NFL coaching career as running backs coach with the New Orleans Saints in 1986 
and served in that capacity through 1995. During his 10-year tenure with New Orleans, Jim 
coached two Pro Bowlers, Rueben Mayes (1986-87) and Dalton Hilliard (1989). Mayes’ 1,353 
yards in 1986 and Hilliard’s 1,262 in 1989 stand as the second and third-highest single-season 
rushing totals in Saints history. In 1994, he helped Mario Bates rank second among NFC rookies 
in rushing yards with 579, 


Jim moved to Arizona in 1996 and coached one season with the Cardinals. Under Jim's direction, 
fullback Larry Centers rushed for 425 yards and led all NFL running backs with 99 receptions for 
766 yards to earn Pro Bowl honors. 


Following his stint with the Cardinals, Jim assumed the same role with the New York Giants from 
1997-2000. There, he groomed running backs that included Tiki Barber, Gary Brown, Ron Dayne 
and Joe Montgomery. In Jim's first season with New York in 1997, the team finished seventh in 
the NFL in rushing with an average of 124.3 yards per game. Under Jim's tutelage in 1998, Gary 
Brown ranked seventh in the NFC with a career-high 1,063 yards to become the first Giants run- 
ning back to eclipse the 1,000-yard plateau since Rodney Hampton in 1995. During the Giants 
NFC Championship season in 2000, New York rushed for 2,009 yards, 11th best in the NEL, as 
Barber gained 1,006 yards and Dayne added 770 yards. 


Last year, Jim led the Demons to a 5-5 record and a playoff berth, advancing to the XFL cham- 
pionship game. 


Jim entered coaching as the defensive backs coach at Cal Poly-Pomona in 1974 before joining 
San Jose State in 1977. He switched to the offensive side of the ball as running backs coach at 
Pacific in 1979 and then coached running backs at Oregon from 1980-82. Jim made his foray into 
the professional coaching ranks with the USFI's Philadelphia/Baltimore Stars from 1983-85. 


PLAYING AND PERSONAL: A graduate of Whittier College, Jim played defen- 
sive back and also served as a kick and punt returner for the Poets. Born January 23, 1949, in 
Breaux Bridge, LA, he grew up in Brawley, CA. Jim and his wife, ElMarie, have three sons, Kelly, 
Timmy and Courtney. Kelly is the offensive coordinator and running backs coach at UCLA. 
Timmy, defensive coordinator at Western New Mexico, played linebacker at Fresno State from 
1997-2000. Courtney is a junior at Fresno State. In a unique distinction, Jim coached running 
back Lorenzo Neal at New Orleans while his son, Kelly, coached Neal in college at Fresno State. 
DeShaun Foster, Carolina's newest running back under Jim, was also coached by Kelly at UCLA.

Prior to working at Michigan State, Sal spent 2000 at Louisiana State in the same capacity and 
helped the Tigers to an 8-4 record, a Peach Bowl victory, and a final ranking of 22nd in the coun- 
try while coaching a pair of sophomores to second team all-SEC honors. 


Sal coached at Alabama A&M in 1998 and 1999 as defensive coordinator and linebackers coach 
after spending three seasons at the University of Louisville as linebackers coach from 1995-97, 
where he helped produce two NFL draft selections (Tyrus McCloud and Alan Campos).

Sugar Bowl. Sal anchored a Pitt defensive unit that led the NCAA in total defense in both 1980 and 
1981. 


He won the Defensive MVP honors in the 1982 Senior Bowl and was a 10th round draft selection 
of the Pittsburgh Steelers, but had his pro career cut short by a training camp knee injury. In 
1982, he received a bachelor's degree in communications. 

Married to the former Roxann Evans, who was a varsity gymnast at Pitt, the couple has two daugh- 
ters, Jaclyn and Ashlyn, and two sons, Santino and Vinnie.

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il : Mike Trgovac (pronounced TER-guh-vack), a veteran of seven seasons as an 
NL assistant, enters his first year with the Panthers after being named the team’s defensive line 
coach on January 31, 2002. Prior to joining Carolina, he spent the previous two seasons in the 
same position with the Washington Redskins. 


For developing first-round draft choice Julius Peppers, the Panthers have a coach who has 
worked with some of the best defensive linemen of recent years. As a coach at Philadelphia, 
Green Bay and Washington, Trgovac has been instrumental in building strong units while help- 
ing a number of players enjoy their best professional seasons. 


In 2000, Mike helped preside over a Redskins defense that ranked fourth in the NFL and first in 
the NFC. Along the defensive line, he coached ends Marco Coleman and Bruce Smith, who com- 
bined for 22 sacks and helped Coleman earn his first Pro Bowl selection. 


Mike joined the Redskins in 2000 after serving as the Green Bay Packers defensive line coach in 
1999. Prior to that, he spent four seasons as the Philadelphia Eagles defensive line coach (1995- 
98). In 1998, the Eagles finished third in the NFL in sack percentage and first overall against 
the pass. Mike’s 1995 line recorded an NFL-best 42.5 sacks, and William Fuller went to the Pro 
Bowl while Hollis Thomas and Brandon Whiting garnered all-rookie honors. 


Before entering the NFL ranks, Mike coached 11 years as a defensive line coach on the collegiate 
level, beginning in 1984 as a graduate assistant at his alma mater, Michigan. Following two sea- 
sons with the Wolverines, he coached at Ball State (1986-88), Navy (1989), Colorado State 
(1990-91) and Notre Dame (1992-94), where he was an assistant to head coach Lou Holtz. Three 
of his Fighting Irish players went on to become starters in the NFL: Bryant Young, Junior Bryant 
and Jim erry 


d RSc : As a player under Bo Schembechler at Michigan 
(1977- 80), Mike started three years at middle guard and was a second-team All-American as a 
senior. He earned All-Big Ten honors twice and played in three Rose Bowls. An all-state football 
player at Fitch HS in Austintown, 0H, he was named Defensive Lineman of the Year in 1976 and 
won the state heavyweight championship in wrestling. 


A native of Youngstown, 0H, Mike and his wife, Angela, have two children, a daughter, Jordan, 
and a son, Michael.

Defensive line coach Mike Trgovac has three players who entered 
the NFL early, skipping their senior year of college. Sean Gilbert was 
the third player selected in the draft in 1992 after leaving Pittsburgh. 
Julius Peppers was the second player selected in the draft in 2002 after 
leaving North Carolina: Also, defensive end John Milem was selected in 
the fifth round of the 2000 draft after departing Lenoir-Rhyne. 
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COACHING: In his eighth season on the Panthers coaching staff, Richard Williamson has 
held numerous positions. For nearly two seasons, he was the Panthers offensive coordinator, but 
this year he returns “home” as wide receivers coach, where he is regarded among the Leaque’s 
elite after repeatedly drawing the best from his players. 


Described by former Panther Willie Green as “the best coach I have ever had,” Richard's record 
of success reinforces Green’s belief. 


In 1999, the Panthers had two 1,000-yard receivers as Patrick Jeffers joined Muhsin Muhammad 
among the League leaders and tied a team record with 12 touchdown catches. 


They are just the latest successes on Richard's resumé, In 1995, Mark Carrier's 1,002 receiving 
yards set an expansion record while Green's 882 yards set a personal career high. In 1998, 
Rocket Ismail produced career numbers with 69 receptions and 1,024 yards. Before that, Richard 
oversaw the development of Carl Pickens and Darnay Scott at Cincinnati. With Kansas City, 
Richard coached Stephon Paige when he set an NFL record with 305 yards in a single game. At 
Tampa Bay, two of his players - Bruce Hill in 1988 and Carrier in 1989 - were named the 
Buccaneers most valuable player. 


As a member of the Panthers staff, Richard has worked in a number of capacities. He was wide 
receivers coach until 2000, when he stepped in as offensive coordinator five games into the 
season. The following year, he served as offensive coordinator as well as assistant head coach. 
Richard, along with tight ends coach Don Breaux, are the only two coaching staff members to 
be with the Panthers since the team’s inaugural season. 


Richard joined the Panthers in 1995 from the Cincinnati Bengals, where he was receivers coach 
from 1992-1994. He previously coached five years at Tampa Bay, serving as receivers coach for 
four seasons before being elevated to head coach for the last three games of 1990 and the entire 
1991 season. He entered the NFL in 1983 as a coach with Kansas City. 


As a college coach, Richard was head coach at Memphis State from 1975-80, where he was twice 
named Southern Independent Conference Coach of the Year. Before his post with the Tigers, he 
served as an assistant at Arkansas and spent seven years as an assistant to Paul “Bear” Bryant 
at Alabama. 


PLAYING AND PERSONAL: Richard played wide receiver for Bryant's Crimson 
Tide in 1961 and 1962 before joining Alabama's coaching staff. A native of Fort Deposit, AL, 
Richard was born April 13, 1941. He and his wife, Norma, have two grown children, a son, Rich, 
and a daughter, Caroline, The Williamsons live in Charlotte.

A valuable behind the scenes member of the Carolina Panthers since joining the organization 
five years ago, Marty moved to the forefront February 22, 2002, when he was named the team’s 
general manager. The promotion is the culmination of a 15-year NFL apprenticeship under some 
of the game’s most astute coaches and executives. 


Marty joined the Panthers in 1998 from the San Diego Chargers and handled salary cap matters 
under head coaches Dom Capers and George Seifert. As general manager, Marty's focus will 
remain with salary cap issues while coordinating the different areas of the football operations 
with head coach John Fox and personnel director Jack Bushofsky, who oversees scouting. 


“Tt has become clear that teams cannot separate the salary cap from football personnel decisions 
and Marty has a great understanding of how the two areas interact,” says team president Mark 
Richardson. “He is responsible for seeing that the coaching, personnel, and salary cap areas work 
together in a concerted effort.” 


In Marty, the Panthers have a football administrator who has been described by Harold 
Henderson, the chairman of the NFL's management council, as “one of the best young executives 
in the League.” The assessment is not surprising considering that Marty has developed his skills 
with coaches such as Joe Gibbs and Bobby Ross and as well as executives Bobby Beathard and 
Charley Casserly. 


Marty first caught the eye of former Washington Redskins owner Jack Kent Cooke as a reporter 
covering the championship runs of the team in the 1980's. Developing an association with Cooke, 
Gibbs, and Beathard, Marty was named to the Redskins public relations department in 1988. 


In 1990, Marty moved with Beathard to San Diego, serving as the general manager's assistant 
with responsibilities that included organizing the scouting department, player contracts, and 
overseeing the day-to-day football administration. With the advent of the salary cap in 1993, 
Marty emerged as the club's specialist in compliance management to the agreement while earn- 
ing distinction as both an administrator and negotiator. 


When San Diego won the AFC Championship in 1994 en route to the Super Bowl, Marty gained 
the admiration of Ross, who described him as “a great communicator who has acquired a world 
of experience.” 


He now has an opportunity to apply the lessons he has learned over the years under some of 
the game’s most successful leaders. 


“My role is to make sure everyone is coordinated and on the same page,” Marty explains. “It’s a 
group effort. It's communication and having a plan, and doing what it takes to make sure you 
make all decisions with the plan in mind. If the plan and decision making is sound every step 
along the way, mistakes are minimized and there is a move forward in the right direction.” 

A native of Wheaton, MD, Marty graduated from Catholic University in Washington, D.C. and 
began his career as a journalist with the Montgomery Journal in Silver Spring, MD. In 1978, he 
moved to the The Washington Star and worked on that staff for three years before going to the 
The Washington Times, where he spent five years as a beat reporter covering the Redskins.

As director of player personnel, one must know where to look for the players and none work 
harder in that search than Jack Bushofsky. Jack brings both experience and tenacity in pursuit 
of talent, starting as a regional scout for Carolina in 1995 and now overseeing all of the scout- 
ing efforts. 


A year ago that search took led Jack to an outstanding crops of rookies, that included Pro Bowl 
kick retumer Steve Smith, linebacker Dan Morgan, quarterback Chris Weinke, defensive tackle 
Kris Jenkins and special teams stalwart Jarrod Cooper. However, he has also proven adept at find- 
ing free agent players who have the ability to make an NFL roster. Running back Brad Hoover, 
defensive backs Reggie Howard and Deveron Harper, guard Jamar Nesbit, and tight end Casey 
Crawford are a few of those players who have impacted the Panthers in recent years. 


From the fertile college football fields of Florida, which produced Morgan and Weinke, to the not so 
travelled paths to Salt Lake City, UT, home of Smith, Jack tirelessly searches for talent. In addition 
to his own work and research, Jack works with the rest of the scouting staff to evaluate the nation’s 
college players in preparation for the NFL Draft each spring. During the college season, Jack and his 
staff detail information on nearly a 1,000 players for some 250 total selections. 


Now in his eighth season in Carolina, Jack was the Panthers east region scout his first four years 
with the organization, cross-checking the evaluations of the team’s area scouts. He came to the 
Panthers after 11 years as the pro personnel director for the Indianapolis Colts, where he coor- 
dinated the team’s college and pro evaluation. 


Jack joined the NFL in 1979 as a college and pro personnel scout for the Tampa Bay Buccaneers 
and was named the Colts player personnel director in 1983. Before joining Tampa Bay, Jack spent 
two years as a BLESTO combine scout.

There will be an increased common-opponent emphasis with every team in a division playing 
against 14 common opponents. 


All teams will play each other on a regular basis, home and away, for a more consistent presenta- 
tion of attractive games, eliminating the many schedule aberrations of the past. 


Teams are guaranteed to play all non-division opponents in their conference at least once every 
three years and at home at least once every six years. 


Every AFC team will play every NFC team once every four years and at home once every eight years. 


A team’s record from the previous year will have less of a bearing on its schedule, with only two 
(rather than four) opponents being based on the previous year’s standings, thus eliminating the 
so-called “easy” fifth place schedules. 


The division in which a team resides will be less of a factor in a team’s won-loss record with 10 of 
16 games each year being against non-division teams.

One of 24 play- 
ers in League history to be selected to the Pro Bowl at two positions, he was chosen for 
the all-star classic following every season he was with the Panthers from 1996-00, earning 
recognition as a kick returner in 1996 and 1997 and as a special teams coverage specialist 
in 1998, 1999 and 2000. Michael's addition further bolsters Carolina’s first-rate special 
teams coverage units, and he will team with Pro Bowler Steve Smith to give the Panthers 
one of the most lethal kickoff retum combinations in the NFL. 


#2007: Signed by the Washington Redskins as a free agent (7/10) and named one 
of the season captains in his first season with the club, Michael played in all 16 games 
and led the team with a career-high 24 special teams tackles. He also averaged 23.5 
yards on 49 kickoff returns for 1,150 yards with a long of 41 and 2.5 yards on two 
punt returns for five yards. Michael averaged 25.8 yards on six kickoff returns for 155 
yards and recorded a special teams tackle at San Diego (9/9) and averaged 27.8 yards 
on six kickoff returns for 167 yards, including a season long 41-yarder at Green Bay 
(9/24). He also returned a punt for no yards against the Packers. He averaged 28.6 
yards on five kickoff returns for 143 yards versus Kansas City (9/30), including a 41- 
yarder that matched his season long. At the New York Giants (10/7), he established a 
season high with a kickoff return average of 30.7 yards on three returns for 92 yards 
and also notched a special teams tackle. He gained 35 yards on two kickoff returns 
and also tallied two special teams stops at Dallas (10/15) before registering 35 yards 
on two kickoff returns, five yards on a punt return and a special teams tackle versus 
Carolina (10/21).

#2000: Michael played in 16 games and established a team record by earning a trip 
to his fifth Pro Bowl after leading the team with 19 special teams tackles, the most 
he registered since joining the Panthers in 1996. [t marked his third consecutive selec- 
tion as a special teams player and the fifth straight season he was chosen for the NFL's 
all-star game. He was named to the team as the kick returner in 1996 and 1997. 
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Michael was named All-NFL and All-NFC by Pro Football Weekly and first-team All-Pro 
by Football Digest. He led the team with a 22.4 yard kickoff return average on 42 
returns for 941 yards, including a 92-yard touchdown, and returned seven punts for 
31 yards. He contributed five carries for 13 yards and five catches for 38 yards on 
offense. He returned four kickoffs for 164 yards in the season opener at Washington 
(9/3), including a 92-yard touchdown on the team’s first kickoff return of the season. 
The score marked his second consecutive game with a kickoff return for a touchdown 
dating back to 1999 when scored on a 95-yarder versus New Orleans (1/2/00) in the 
season finale.

After returning three kickoffs for 
50 yards versus Detroit (10/24), he compiled 180 yards on five returns at Atlanta 
(10/31), including a team-record and personal-best 100-yarder for a touchdown, the 
third of his career. Versus Philadelphia (11/7), he returned two kickoffs for 24 yards, 
made a special teams tackle and, as a running back, carried twice for 14 yards. In his 
next five games, Michael had six returns for 156 yards at St. Louis (11/14), one retum 
for 28 yards and a team-high three special teams stops at Cleveland (11/21), two 
returns for 33 yards and a special teams tackle versus Atlanta (11/28), five returns for 
125 yards versus St. Louis (12/5), and five returns for 113 yards with a long of 60 and 
a special teams tackle at Green Bay (12/12). He blocked a punt that set up a field goal 
and returned a kick five yards versus San Francisco (12/18) and returned six kickoffs 
for 97 yards at Pittsburgh (12/26) before ending the season in high fashion with an 
electrifying 95-yard return for a touchdown among his two returns for 123 yards 
versus New Orleans (1/2). 71998: Switching his Pro Bowl recognition from retummer 
to coverman, Michael made his third consecutive trip to Honolulu to represent the 
Panthers, this time for his defensive special teams skills. Also honored as an All-NFC 
performer by Pro Football Weekly, Michael collected six special teams tackles and a 
blocked punt, the third of his career. As a kickoff returner, Michael continued to excel, 
returning 59 kickoffs for 1,480 yards and a 25.1-yard average with one touchdown, a 
99-yarder at Indianapolis (12/27). His 25,1-yard average ranked him fourth in the 
NFC, He had a return of 30 or more yards in 11 of the 14 games in which he returned 
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a kick. Michael began the season by averaging 30.3 yards on four returns with a long 
of 45 versus Atlanta (9/6).

Versus 
Baltimore (12/15) he returned four kickoffs for 74 yards before returning two kickoffs 
for 59 yards versus Pittsburgh (12/22). In the playoffs, Michael had a season-high five 
returns for 155 yards versus Dallas (1/5/97), including a 51-yarder, before notching 
59 yards on four kickoff returns at Green Bay (1/12/97) in the NFC Championship. 
S855: Waived by Seattle (8/27), Michael was claimed by the Panthers (8/28) and 
traded to Cleveland for linebacker Travis Hill. He tied for fifth on the Browns with 
eight special teams tackles in addition to returning nine kickoffs for 176 yards. 
Inactive at San Diego (12/3) and versus Pittsburgh (11/26), Michael had several 
notable games; recording three tackles on special teams in addition to notching two 
kickoff returns for 32 yards versus Kansas City (9/24), gaining 57 yards on two kick- 
off returns versus Buffalo (10/2), recording a special teams tackle and three kickoff 
returns for 44 yards versus Jacksonville (10/22), and returning one kickoff 19 yards 
versus Houston (11/5).

2OOO: Joe 
played in three games and was inactive for 13 contests, rushing once for four yards 
and a touchdown. He played in all three playoff games and and gained 48 yards on 
18 carries. His first action of the season came on special teams at Tennessee (10/1). 
He scored a four-yard touchdown versus Philadelphia (10/29) on his only carry of the

time receptions list. After missing the Atlanta (11/28) contest with an injured left 
hamstring, Muhsin later tied for team honors with eight catches for 51 yards at Green 
Bay (12/12). He then established team single game marks versus San Francisco (12/18) 
with 11 catches and three touchdowns while totaling 126 receiving yards. Muhsin 
scored on receptions of eight, 14 and seven yards while joining Jeffers, who tallied 138 
receiving yards, to become the second receiving duo in team history to post 100-yard 
receiving efforts in the same game, joining Carrier and Willie Green who registered 132 
and 105 receiving yards respectively at New Orleans (11/26/95). He closed the season 
with six receptions for 45 yards, including a seven-yard scoring catch versus New 
Orleans (1/2). 19: Muhsin started a career-high 16 games and ranked second 
on the team with 68 catches, 941 receiving yards and six touchdown receptions. He 
also tallied three 100-yard receiving efforts. His career-long 72-yard touchdown recep- 
tion at Atlanta (10/4) was the Panthers longest offensive scoring play of the season. 
After opening the season with two catches for 24 yards versus Atlanta (9/6), Muhsin 
established a career-high and team mark with 192 receiving yards on nine receptions 
at New Orleans (9/13), including a 17-yard touchdown reception.

A starter at Dallas (12/8), Muhsin led the team with a season-high 73 receiving yards 
on four catches. A starter in the final two games, Muhsin had a catch for six yards 
versus Green Bay (12/14) and four catches for 45 yards versus St. Louis (12/20). 
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1 S9S6: Muhsin appeared in nine games, starting five, and played in both playoff 
contests.

PRO CAREER: One of the most prolific punters in college football history, 
Todd successfully channeled his exceptional abilities into arguably the finest season 
for an NFL punter in almost 40 years and was rewarded with his first career Pro Bowl 
trip. The NFL leader in gross punting average and net punting average while ranking 
second in punts inside the 20, his gross average of 47.5 yards was the highest in the 
League since 1963, Endowed with enormous leg strength, Todd flourished under the 
tutelage of highly regarded special teams coach Scott O'Brien and made a huge 
imprint on the Panthers record book while garnering consensus all-pro recognition. 
After only one season, he owns the three longest punts and the three highest single- 
game gross averages in team history while shattering team single-season marks for 
gross punting average, net punting average and punts inside the 20. Todd enters the 
2002 campaign with the monumental challenge of topping last season’s performance.

He 
led the NFL in gross average and net average and ranked second in punts inside the 
20 while his 73-yarder ranked as the fifth-longest punt in the NFL for the season. The 
recipient of the Golden Toe Award from Pro Football Weekly/Pro Football Writer's 
Association, Todd was a first-team All-Pro selection by The Associated Press, Sports 
Illustrated, Pro Football Weekly, College and Pro Football Newsweekly and The Sporting 
News. He was also an All-NFC choice by Football News. His selection to the Pro Bowl, 
along with Steve Smith's, marked the second time in the Panthers brief history that 
Carolina had two players selected to the Pro Bowl. Kicker John Kasay and kick 
returner Michael Bates were chosen in 1996. Todd’s gross average was the highest in 
the NFL since 1963 when Yale Lary averaged 48.9 yards for Detroit in 1963, the 
second-highest average in NFL history behind Sammy Baugh's mark of 51.40 with 
Washington in 1940. His gross average also served as highest since the NFL merger in 
1970, surpassing the 47,2 yard average recorded by Craig Hentrich with Tennessee in 
1998. Of Todd's 93 punts, 43 were longer than 50 yards, 18 were more than 60 yards 
and five traveled at least 70 yards. He finished the season with punts of more than 
60 yards in 10 contests, including a stretch of nine straight games. Since punts inside

the 20 and a long of 57 versus Green Bay (9/30), 47.0 yards on five punts with one 
inside the 20 and a long of 61 at San Francisco (10/7) and 37.8 yards on six punts 
with three inside the 20 and a long of 52 yards versus New Orleans (10/14). At 
Washington (10/21), Todd enjoyed one of the best games of his career and the best 
day ever for a Panthers punter en route to earning his first NFC Special Team Player 
of the Week award. He established career highs and team single-game records with a 
gross average of 55.8 yards and a net average of 50.8 yards. He edged his previous 
personal best of a 55.7 yard gross average set at Oakland (11/5/00) while with Kansas 
City and surpassed his previous career high of a 45.3 yard net punting average estab- 
lished versus Dallas (9/2/96) as a member of the Bears. He bettered the previous team 
mark for gross average of 53.25 set by Walter at San Diego (9/14/97) as well as the 
net average record of 47,50 established by Walter versus St. Louis (12/20/97). He also 
equalled his career long and set a team record with a 72-yarder, bettering the previ- 
ous Panthers mark of 66 yards set by Walter versus San Diego (12/1/00). He would 
surpass that mark later in the season at Miami. Of his six punts against the Redskins, 
five were more than 50 yards, four landed inside the 20-yard line, three landed inside 
the 10-yard line, and two landed inside the five-yard line. His four inside the 20 were 
a season-high. Todd tied a team record with 10 punts versus the New York Jets 
(10/28) for an average of 44.5 yards, including a long of 63 with four inside the 20, 
matching his season-high. He also notched a special teams tackle and suffered the 
first blocked punt of his career. In inclement weather at Miami (11/4), Todd averaged 
52.3 yards on seven punts with two inside the 20 and a career long of 73 yards. Of 
his seven punts, three were more than 60 yards and his 73-yarder edged his previous 
career high of 72 yards, initially set at Washington (9/8/96) while he was with the 
Bears and matched earlier in the season at Washington. He averaged 46.6 yards on 
seven punts with a long of 64 at St. Louis (11/11) and equaled his season-high by 
placing four of his seven punts inside the 20 versus San Francisco (11/18), averaging 
43.4 yards with a long of 68 and also contributing a special teams tackle.

(10/28) and three grabs for 23 yards at Miami (11/4), Wesley caught two passes for 11 yards 
at St. Louis (11/11) to become the 17th tight end in NFL history to record 400 career recep- 
tions. He collected two catches for 30 yards, including a 24-yard touchdown, versus San 
Francisco (11/18) and contributed three catches for 49 yards at New Orleans (12/2) before 
leaving the game in the fourth quarter with an injured right ankle. Wesley accounted for one 
catch for nine yards at Buffalo (12/9) before leaving the game with an injured right ankle in 
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the third quarter. He rebounded to total four receptions for 37 yards versus St. Louis (12/23) 
before leaving the game in the fourth quarter with an injured left knee that would cause him 
to be inactive versus Arizona (12/30) and eventually placed on injured reserve (1/4). 
2OOO: Wesley started eight games and totalled 31 receptions for 422 yards and two 
touchdowns before suffering a torn ACL in his left knee and being placed on injured reserve 
(10/31), He caught three passes for 28 yards, including a 20-yard touchdown, at Washington 
(9/3) and hauled in a career-long 54-yard catch and a nine-yard scoring reception among his 
five catches for 99 yards at San Francisco (9/10). After contributing three catches for 45 yards 
versus Atlanta (9/17) and two catches for 26 yards versus Dallas, Wesley led the team with 
season-highs of seven receptions and 102 receiving yards versus Seattle (10/8), notching his 
third career 100-yard receiving effort. He registered four catches for 53 yards at New Orleans 
(10/15) and three receptions for 22 yards versus San Francisco (10/22) despite suffering 
braised ribs against the 49ers. At Atlanta (10/29), Wesley posted four catches for 47 yards 
prior to leaving the game in the fourth quarter with a torn ACL in his left knee suffered while 
running after the catch. 799: In earming his third Pro Bowl starting assignment in four 
seasons, Wesley started a personal-best 16 games and had his most productive season, estab- 
lishing career-highs and leading all NFC tight ends in touchdowns, receptions, receiving yards 
and average yards per reception, He was named second-team All-Pro by The Associated Press 
and College and Pro Football Newsweekly and was an All-NFC selection by Pro Football Weekly 
and the Football News. Wesley tied for second on the team with 63 receptions and ranked 
third with 822 receiving yards on a Panthers passing attack that finished second in the 
League. His 12 touchdowns tied for the team lead as well as third-most in the NFC and sur- 
passed his own team mark of 10 set in 1996. Moreover, he tied the NFL record for touchdowns 
in a season by a tight end held by Mike Ditka with Chicago (1961), Jackie Smith with St. 
Louis (1967) and Todd Christensen of Oakland (1983). Wesley's scoring reception total tied 
for second in the league and established a new team single-season record that he shares with 
wide receiver Patrick Jeffers. He twice led Carolina in receptions during the season while 
extending his streak of consecutive games with a catch to 61 with the Panthers and 77 over- 
all dating to his tenure with New Orleans. Wesley opened the season with three catches for 
37 yards including a five-yard touchdown against his former team at New Orleans (9/12) and 
scored on two of his five catches for 53 yards, versus Jacksonville (9/19). He scored on recep- 
tions of 10 and one yard while recording his sixth two-touchdown outing in a Panthers 
uniform. Wesley surpassed Mark Carver as Carolina's all-time leader in pass receptions versus 
Cincinnati (9/26), registering a four-yard score on his lone catch of the game and his 177th 
reception since joining the Panthers in 1996. He caught two passes for 19 yards at 
Washington (9/3), scoring on a six-yard reception to record his team-record fourth consecu- 
tive game with a touchdown and break Muhsin Muhammad's mark set in 1998, His mark 
would be broken by Jeffers, who notched a touchdown reception in six straight games later 
in the season. He extended his streak to five games at San Francisco (10/17) scoring on a 
25-yard catch and finishing the contest with five grabs for 70 yards. His streak ended versus 
Detroit (10/24), but Wesley still led the team with a season-high seven catches for 83 yards. 
He recorded five catches for 54 yards at St. Louis (11/14), including a 14-yard touchdown on 
the team's opening possession that would begin a streak of four consecutive games with a 
touchdown, the third longest in team history. He had an eight-yard score among his four 
catches for 39 yards at Cleveland (11/21), an 11-yard score among his three grabs for 33 yards 
versus Atlanta (11/28) and a 15-yard score among his four receptions for 45 yards versus St. 
Louis (12/5). Included in his season-high 96 receiving yards on six catches at Green Bay 
(12/12) was an 18-yard fourth down reception that sustained Carolina's game-winning drive 
in the fourth quarter. Wesley caught four passes for 88 yards with two touchdowns in the 
season finale versus New Orleans (1/2), He scored on receptions of 37 and 15 yards to equal 
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the NFL season record for touchdowns by a tight end and notch his seventh two-touchdown 
contest since coming to Carolina. ‘1999: In a campaign that helped him to his third con- 
secutive Pro Bowl, Wesley recorded 49 receptions for 506 yards and five touchdowns in 14 
games. He led the team in receptions in four games, and equalled his career highs for receiv- 
ing touchdowns in a game with two at St. Louis (11/22). Wesley began the season slowly, 
recording seven catches in his first four games, but exploded for 42 catches in the subsequent 
10 contests. He recorded two catches, including a six-yard touchdown versus Atlanta (9/6). 
He made two catches for 35 yards, including a 24-yard touchdown grab, at Atlanta (10/4) 
and later led the team and tied a career best with eight catches, gathering 84 yards versus 
Miami (11/15). At St. Louis (11/22), he tied for the team lead with six catches for 51 yards 
while tying a career-best with two touchdowns, scoring from one and 13 yards, marking the 
eighth two-touchdown game of his career. At the Jets (11/29), he led the team with four 
catches for 16 yards, including a two-yard touchdown. He was inactive for the final two games 
of the season with an injured foot, missing contests versus St. Louis (12/20) and at 
Indianapolis (12/27). 19997: Wesley was selected to his second consecutive Pro Bowl 
after leading all NFC tight ends and the Panthers with 58 catches for 746 receiving yards while 
his six touchdowns tied for the conference best among tight ends. For his efforts, Wesley was 
selected All-NFC by Pro Football Weekly and The Football News and All-NFL by Football Digest. 
While leading or tying for team honors in catches in four contests, Wesley matched his per- 
sonial-best with 15 starts and extended his streak of consecutive games with a catch to 47. 
In the season opener versus Washington (8/31), Wesley scored Carolina’s only touchdown on 
a 24-yard grab and finished with two catches for 40 yards. At Atlanta (9/7), Wesley regis- 
tered a career-high 147 receiving yards on seven catches, including a career-long 52-yarder. 
His 147 receiving yards were the league high for Week 2, and he gained 106 yards on five 
catches in the fourth quarter as Carolina overcame a six-point deficit. Wesley tallied two 
touchdowns on receptions of eight yards and one yard at San Diego (9/14) and totalled three 
catches for 34 yards to mark his fourth two-touchdown effort since joining Carolina. He 
scored a 19-yard touchdown on his only reception versus Kansas City (9/21) and caught five 
receptions for 55 yards, including a 16-yard touchdown at Minnesota (10/12). Wesley posted 
four catches for 47 yards, including a five-yard fourth-down touchdown grab at San Francisco 
(11/16). In consecutive weeks, Wesley collected a team-high eight receptions for 106 yards 
at St. Louis (11/23) and led the team with eight catches for 63 yards versus New Orleans 
(11/30). Wesley was inactive in the season finale versus St. Louis (12/20) with an injured 
knee, “1 S596: Wesley was selected to his first Pro Bowl after leading all NFC tight ends and 
the Panthers with 61 receptions and tying for the league lead among tight ends with 10 
touchdowns. He was named second team All-Pro by The Associated Press, College and Pro 
Football Newsweekly and Football Digest and All-NFC by Football News and United Press 
International. He was the only Panthers receiver with a reception in all 16 games and led or 
tied for the team lead in receptions in eight contests. Wesley scored twice in three games and 
scored a touchdown in seven contests overall. He added six receptions for 58 yards and a 
touchdown in two postseason starts. He opened the season with four catches for 32 yards 
and a touchdown versus Atlanta (9/1). Two games later versus San Francisco (9/22), Wesley 
enjoyed a career day, pacing the team with six catches for 81 yards and two touchdowns, the 
most spectacular one coming on a twisting one-handed grab in the opening quarter for the 
team’s first score. His other score came on a seven-yard reception as he helped the offense 
roll up 389 yards against a 49ers defense that was rated first in the NFL at the time. After 
not starting at Jacksonville (9/29), he caught a team-high six passes for 71 yards at 
Minnesota (10/6), with five receptions for 66 yards coming in the second half. Versus St. 
Louis (10/13), he led the team in catches for the second straight game with five for 68 yards 
and two touchdowns. He again paced the team with six receptions for 73 yards versus the 
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New York Giants (11/10) and followed with three catches for 27 yards, including a nine-yard 
score, at St. Louis (11/17). He had a 40-yard touchdown reception at Houston (11/24) and 
finished tied for team honors with three catches for 60 yards. He contributed a team-high 
four catches for 32 yards versus Tampa Bay (12/1). At San Francisco (12/8), Wesley gained

every game. He had six receptions for 61 yards and a touchdown versus Atlanta (9/17). At 
the Giants (9/24), he had four catches, including a touchdown, and later received a game 
ball for his play versus Carolina (11/26) when he caught a team-high four receptions for 59 
yards. He added a score at the New York Jets (12/24). 1 953¢}= Wesley joined the Saints 
as an unrestricted free agent and started seven of the 15 games in which he played. He con- 
tributed 38 receptions to a tight end corps that totalled 80 receptions, the second most ever 
by that position in team history. He also served as the long snapper on punts and as a 
backup holder on kicks and recorded three special teams stops. He accumulated 406 receiv- 
ing yards and four touchdowns. He scored a touchdown in the season opener versus the 
Chiefs (9/4), had a season-long 31-yard reception at Tampa Bay (9/18) and gathered a 
season-high 65 yards, including a 30-yard score, in a win versus the Rams (10/23). Wesley 
caught a season-high five passes for 43 yards and a touchdown at Minnesota (11/6) and 
made a diving 21-yard touchdown catch the following week versus Atlanta (11/13). He sus- 
tained a sprained shoulder at the Rams (12/4). As a result, he saw limited action the next 
two weeks and was inactive in the season finale at Denver (12/24). 719993 Wesley spent 
the entire season on the 49ers injured reserve with a shoulder injury. 1992: Wesley 
spent the entire regular season on injured reserve before being activated (1/16) and listed 
as inactive for the NFC Championship game versus Dallas (1/17). 71291: Wesley saw 
action in 15 games for San Francisco and served as a deep snapper on punts in the first four 
games. He was inactive at the Rams (11/25) with a pinched nerve in his neck, At Minnesota 
(9/15), he posted two receptions for 24 yards in addition to making two special teams stops. 
19SD: Wesley played in 16 games for the 49ers and notched five receptions for 27 yards 
and 11 special teams stops. 19S: Originally a second-round selection by San Francisco 
in 1989 (56th overall), Wesley caught four passes for 16 yards, including his first career score 
on a two-yard pass versus New England (10/22). He had a nine-yard reception in Super Bowl 
XXIV (1/28) against Denver, in addition to seeing limited action as a long snapper. 
COLLEGE: Wesley began his collegiate career at the University of Mississippi at 
defensive end. As a senior (1988), he moved to outside linebacker and added tight end to 
his duties to serve as a two-way contributor for Ole Miss. He responded with 36 receptions 
for 426 yards and three touchdowns to reap All-America and All-SEC honors. He was an 
academic All-SEC selection as a junior (1987). 

PERSONAL: A native of Pontotoc, MS, Wesley was a four-year letterman at 
Pontotoc High and participated in basketball, baseball and track. After playing his first 
three seasons at quarterback, Wesley switched to fullback and rushed for 1,153 yards and 
11 touchdowns as a senior to earn unanimous all-state honors. Born Charles Wesley Walls, 
Wesley was an engineering major at Ole Miss. He and his wife, Christy, have a daughter, 
Alexandria Bailey (11/26/90), and son, Wesley Colton (2/9/93), and live in Charlotte.

He rushed 37 times for 128 yards and a 
team-high six touchdowns. An all-rookie selection by Pro Football Weekly and Football 
News, Chris’ season totals for attempts, completions and passing yards ranked second only 
to Indianapolis’ Peyton Manning's 1998 campaign among NFL rookie quarterbacks. Among

Michael Jordan recorded his 
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rookie seasons joining Jim Plunkett and Vinny Testaverde who reached their totals in 1971 
and 1987 respectively. His 128 yards rushing were the most ever for a Panthers quarterback 
while his six rushing touchdowns led all NFL quarterbacks and tied for the second-highest 
total in team history. Chris was named the starter during a preseason in which he com- 
pleted 41-of-72 passes for 459 yards with one touchdown and four interceptions for a 57.6 
quarterback rating and gained 40 yards nishing on 10 attempts. Playing as a reserve in pre- 
season contests at Jacksonville (8/10), versus New England (8/18) and at Baltimore 
(8/23), he earned his start in the final preseason contest on the strength of his perfor- 
mance against the Ravens. Entering the contest during the second quarter, Chris completed 
15-of-25 passes for 190 yards with no touchdowns and one interception while engineering 
scoring drives that produced 13 Carolina points, including an 85-yard march on the team's 
final possession that produced the game-winning field goal and enabled the Panthers to 
overcome a 17-0 deficit in a 20-17 defeat of the Super Bowl champions. Starting versus 
Cleveland in the preseason finale, Chris completed 11-of-18 passes for 109 yards with no 
touchdowns and one interception while playing only the first half.

Versus Atlanta (11/25), he 
completed 17-of-31 passes for 171 yards and no touchdowns and two interceptions in addi- 
tion to rushing for a season-high 38 yards on seven carnies, including a 12-yard touchdown. 
He registered an 11-of-19 outing at New Orleans (12/2) for 161 yards and no touchdowns 
with no interceptions and collected touchdowns on his only two rushing attempts of the 
contest, scoring on a six-yarder and a one-yard plunge.

PRO PLAYER STADIUM, NOVEMBER 4—{72,597) Missed 
Opportunities and the Miami Dolphins defense proved too 
much of an obstacle for a Carolina team that was forced to 
use three different quarterbacks in a 23-6 defeat at Pro 
Player Stadium, 

Although it rained and the wind gusted up to 25 mph, 
the predicted hurricane never really materialized. 

What did materialize was an opportunistic Miami 
defense that scored a defensive touchdown when Patrick 
Surtain returned an interception 29 yards for a touchdown 
in the second quarter that gave the Dolphins a 10-3 lead. 

Carolina got to within 10-6 on John Kasay's second 
field goal midway through the second quarter, but couldn't 
produce any points from that point on. 

After one series in the second half, starter Chris 
Weinke, who completed nine of 21 for 158 yards and one

interception, was pulled in favor of Dameyune Craig after 
suffering a shoulder injury in the first half, 

Craig was four of eight far 34 yards before leaving the 
game with a foot injury. Quarterback Matt Lytle completed 
two of four passes for seven yards, 

Miami quarterback Jay Fiedler completed 20 of 33 
passes for 287 yards, one touchdown and one interception. 
That interception was by Panthers defensive lineman Jay 
Williams, the first of his career. Doug Evans did not get an 
interception, snapping his streak of six consecutive games 
with a pickoff, 

Wide receiver Isaac Byrd led the Panthers with 80 
yards receiving on three catches and the defense 
recorded a season-low, limiting the Dolphins to just 59 
yards rushing on 29 attempts,

TRANS WORLD DOME, NOVEMBER 11—{66,089) Behind 183 
yards rushing on 15 carries by Rams running back Marshall 
Faulk and 145 yards on 16 carries by Trung Candidate, the 
Rams rolled to 4 48-14 victory over the Panthers at the Dome 
at America’s Center in St. Louis. 

On the first series of the game, the Panthers forced the 
Rams into a third-and-one at their own 29-yard line. Faulk 
broke through the line of scrimmage fora 71-yard touchdown 
run that tied for the second longest run ever against the 
Panthers. 

St. Louis led 31-0 before Steve Smith's 99-yard kickoff 
return got Carolina on the scoreboard just before halftime. 
Without starter Chris Weinke, who was out with an injured 
right shoulder, the Panthers offense was led by first-time 
starter Matt Lytle, who completed 15 of 25 passes for 126 
yards with a touchdown and wo interceptions. 

In the third quarter, Lytle led the Panthers offense to its 
lone touchdown of the game when he hit tight end Kris

Faulk’s rushing total as well as the Rams 337 yards rush- 
ing were records for Panthers opponents. Rams quarterback 
Kurt Warner passed for 144 yards and was intercepted three 
times. 

Despite the loss, there were some milestones for the 
Panthers, With two catches for 11 yards, tight end Wesley 
Walls became the 17th tight and in NFL history register 400 
career receptions. Strong safety Mike Minter's team-high 10 
stops gave him 397 tackles for his career to make him the 
Panthers all-time leading tackler, surpassing the mark of 394 
held by Mike Barrow. 

Also, Steve Smith's 99-yard kickoff return for a touch- 
down was the second-longest kickoff return in team history, 
Smith also had a punt return for 15 yards and a rush for two 
yards to sel team records with 252 kickoff return yards, 267 
combined return yards and 269 combined net yards,

The Panthers put themselves in position to win with mis- 
take-free football. In their first turnovertree game since the 
2000 home game against the 49ers, the Panthers allowed their 
visitors 417 yards of offense but utilized three San Francisco 
lurnovers to lead for most of the game. 

Chris Weinke, returning to the starting lineup after missing 
one start with a shoulder injury, completed 22 of 47 passes tor 
177 yards and two touchdowns. The first of those touchdowns, 
a 13-yarder to running back Richard Huntley, gave the Panthers 
a 7-0 lead. The second, a 24-yarder to tight end Wesley Walls, 
gave the hosts a 19-14 advantage early in the fourth quarter, 

Brentson Buckner, who also registered two sacks, picked 
off a Jeff Garcia pass at the San Francisco 43-yard line and

returned jt all the way to the 49ers 15-yard line with 2:49 let in 
the game. Four plays later Carolina's John Kasay converted his 
third field of the game to give the Panthers a 22-14 lead with 
1:56 remaining. 

Facing fourth-and-four at the Carolina 46-yard line on 
their final possession of regulation, Garcia completed an 
eight-yard pass to Tai Streets for a first down with less than a 
minute remaining. On third and 10 fram the Carolina 28 with 12 
seconds to go, Garcia found Johnson for 21 yards and a first 
down with six seconds left The 49ers then used their final 
timeout to set up Owens scoring catch. 

For the Panthers, it was only the second game in team 
history where the team did not have a sack of commit a 
turnover, In holding the 49ers without a sack, Carolina ended a 
streak of 70 straight games in which thair opponents recorded 
al least one sack. 

On defense cornerback Doug Evans recorded his eighth 
interception of the season.

While the officials’ spot was obviously a crucial call in the 
game, the Panthers decision to go for a touchdown on fourth- 
and-goal from the Falcons one-yard line in the second quarter 
may have had more impact on the outcome of the game.

Trailing 3-0, the Panthers took over in excellent field 
position when Falcons punter Chris Mohr's kick traveled just 
24 yards to the Atlanta 31-yard-line. From there, Carolina 
drove to the Atlanta one-yard line where the Panthers had 
lirst-and-goal. An incomplete pass to tight end Kris Mangum 
on first down was followed by three rushing attempts, all of 
which were unsuccessful as the Falcons held their ground. 

On Atlanta's ensuing possession, fullhack Bob 
Christian burst through the middle on third down from the 
Falcons eight-yard line for a 53-yard gain. Eight plays later, 
the former Panther scored on a four-yard sweep around 
right end on third down to make the score 10-0. 

The Carolina defense established a season-low by lim- 
iting Atlanta to 239 yards of total offense, However, Weinke 
and the Panthers didn't score until his 12-yard touchdown 
run with 7:19 left in the game.

July 19 The Panthers select Winthrop University in Rock Hill, South Carolina, to be the team’s temporary prac- 
tice site until completion of the team’s facilities at Ericsson Stadium.

Made possible by the commitment of tens of thousands of Panthers fans throughout the 
Carolinas, the open-air, natural-grass Ericsson Stadium was constructed specifically for foot- 
ball and offers both amenities and sightlines unparalleled in the National Football League. 
Designed by HOK Sports Facilities Group, Ericsson Stadium has proven to be a proud fixture 
to the Charlotte skyline. 


Now in its seventh season, Ericsson Stadium’s reputation has continued to grow, becoming 
the model for new stadiums in other NFL markets. 


“Tt is very special,” said Robert Kraft, owner of the New England Patriots. “This is the future 
and the prototype of what every NFL city should have.” 


When Jerry Richardson first entertained the idea of bringing professional football to the 
Carolinas, he wanted to build a stadium that was privately financed which would be a fitting 
home to professional sports crown jewel: an NFL franchise, The result was Ericsson Stadium, 
a $187 million, privately financed feat of engineering and luxury, home to the Carolina 
Panthers since 1996 after playing their first season in Clemson, SC. 


Reviews were enthusiastic from the beginning. Said Pittsburgh Steelers Owner Dan Rooney, 
“...A first-class facility. I think it will do a lot for the team. But the fans are the ones that 
are going to like it. This is an amazing facility.” 

“Even though it’s mammoth, it doesn’t overpower you,” said Cleveland Browns President and 
Chief Executive Officer Carmen Policy. “There seem to be so many fan amenities built into it 
that seem to say, ‘Welcome. You're going to enjoy seeing a football game here. You're going

The construction was partially financed through the sale of Permanent Seat Licenses, or PSL, 
which provides the holder with the right to purchase season tickets to Carolina Panthers 
home games. Unveiled with prices that originally ranged from $600 to $5,400, depending on 
location, Panthers fans responded with orders for more than 41,632 PSLs during the first four 
days the seats were available, selling out over 8,000 club seats and all 104 luxury suites. 
(Club seat capacity was later expanded to 11,000 and the total number of suites was 
increased to 157.) By the time the PSL drive ended in September 1993, Panthers fans had 
delivered a clear message to the NFL, which responded by unanimously awarding the league's 
29th franchise to the Carolinas. 


“The model I would hold out, and I hope the country will look at is the one Jerry Richardson 
and the leaders of Charlotte used in building what is the best football stadium in America 
without public funding through a very intelligent, very wise permanent seat license pro- 
gram,” said NFL Commissioner Paul Tagliabue at Super Bowl XXX. 


The PSLs represent over $100 million of the total construction cost, financed entirely with 
private money. Led by Jerry Richardson, groundbreaking took place on April 22, 1994 at the 
stadium’s uptown site, beginning the two-plus year construction effort headed by a joint 
venture of F.N. Thompson of Charlotte and Tumer Construction Company of New York. 


Ericsson Stadium was created to provide Panthers fans with an abundance of amenities, 
ranging from the individual cup and program holders to the generous ratio of concession 
and restroom facilities to gigantic scoreboards, a state-of-the art sound system and wide, 
comfortable seats. Said Jerry Richardson in his dedication of the stadium, “This stadium is 
dedicated to believers. Those who had hope in the spirit of our Carolinas, trust in a promise 
and faith in the unseen. For all who dared dream, and their children who will share a great 
legacy, we dedicate this symbol of unity.” 
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OVERVIEW 
Ericsson Stadium is located in the uptown district of Charlotte, NC and was specifically 
designed for football by HOK Sports Facilities Group of Kansas City. The 73,367-seat, pri- 
vately-financed, open-air, natural-grass stadium is designed as a self-contained head- 
quarters, and includes training facilities, practice fields and administration offices. The 
stadium facade features a number of unique elements including massive arches and towers 
at the entries, clad in building materials that accent the Panthers black, blue and silver 
team colors. The interior has been designed to provide a generous ratio of concession 
and restroom facilities among wide and tall concourses, in addition to individual cup 
and program holders, wide seats, and state of the art sound, video and scoreboard systems.

HOK Sports Facilities Group has designed numerous sports facilities throughout the country. 


CONSTRUCTION TEAM 
The general contractors for Ericsson Stadium were the joint venture team of F.N. Thompson

PLAYING FIELD 
The stadium's state-of-the-art playing field is 398 feet long and 280 feet wide and features 
sophisticated drainage and irrigation systems. The playing surface is a hybrid Bermuda grass. 
The field drains between 10 and 12 inches of rain per hour. The field has a 10” crown. 


SEATING WIDTH 
The upper and lower seating areas feature a 19” width while the club seating is 21” wide. 
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BANK OF AMERICA CLUB SEATING 
For Bank of America Club patrons, silver-colored seating for 11,356 is positioned along 
both sidelines of the playing field. Both club and suite patrons have access to two fifty- 
yard lounges which are a signature of the Bank of America Club in addition to four fully- 
furnished lounges, all air-conditioned space, with field viewing areas, four buffets and 
dining facilities that offer high-quality food, beverage, and sit-down seating areas. The 
Bank of America Club also offers high-end television and audio systems. 


SUITES 

There are 159 suites in Ericsson Stadium. The suites range from 10-person suites (12" wide 

x 32’ deep) to 40-person suites (40’ wide x 32’ deep). Design plans allow for future expan- 

sion of 32 suite units. 

Suites have three main components: viewing seats, lounge space and toilet facilities. 
Viewing seats are fully upholstered chairs positioned behind operable glass along the 
front of the seat and include a beverage rail for convenience. 

The lounge space is the central portion of the suite, outfitted with lounge furniture 
and buffet tables. The rear of the space includes a service counter with a built-in 
sink, refrigerator and ice maker. A variety of game day catering options is available 
for suite tenants. 

Additionally, each suite has private toilet facilities at the rear of each suite. A coat 
and general storage closet is also located in this area. 

All suites are fully upfitted with high-quality finishes, carpet and wall coverings, and 

closed circuit TV monitors are located above the service counter and in front of the view- 

ing seats. Individual suite sound systems offer suite patrons a choice of audio options and 
separate heating and cooling systems allow for individual suite climate control. 
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VIEWING DISTANCE 
The first row of seating is located 53 feet from the sideline while the endline of the end zone 
is 20 feet from the field wall. All seats are elevated and designed for optimal viewing angles. 


FOOD SERVICE 
Provided by Stadium Food & Beverage, Ericsson Stadium offers an abundance of food options 
and a generous ratio of concession points of sale, designed to increase food quality while 
reducing customer waiting time.

Stadiums normally offer one point of sale per every 300 to 350 spectators. Concession stands 
offer hot dogs, hamburgers, nachos, pizza, barbecue, ice cream and other stadium fare.

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SCOREBRBOARDS 

The scoreboards at Ericsson Stadium are designed to be visible from any seat in either seat- 
ing bowl and to expand fans’ game viewing experience through on-scoreboard animations 
and replays. Each is 40 feet high and 210 feet long and contains several components: 

One 24’ x 32’ TV quality Mitsubishi DiamondVision color video board 

One 24’ x 32’ Daktronics black-and-white matrix board displaying animation and 

game-in-progress information. 

Three 24’ x 32’ color advertising panels 

One 24’ x 32’ color Tri-Vision advertising display 

One 3’ x 12’ time-of-day clock with 36”-high digits 

One central speaker cluster located directly behind a 12’ x 76’ color advertising panel 

One 18’ x 12’ advertising display 


END ZONE BOARDS 
Located in the center of each end zone, between the 300 and 400 levels is a delay-of-game 
clock and advertising panels including the following: 
One 5’ x 15’ delay-of-game clock 
Two 5’ x 15’ internally illuminated advertising panels 
Two 5’ x 6’ internally illuminated logo panels 


SOUND SYSTEM 
The stadium sound system is centered around a high-quality central speaker cluster located 
on the top end of the west end scoreboard. Any areas that do not receive sound directly from 
this source will receive sound from an additional speaker system with computer timed out- 
put to reduce the impression of delay. All internal spaces, concourses, toilet facilities, club 
space and suites have a separate speaker system with options for program selection, 


RESTROOM FACILITES 
Ericsson Stadium offers a generous toilet fixture ratio of one fixture per 80 men and one per 
70 women. Many restrooms feature diaper changing tables, and all are handicap accessible. 
In addition, unisex/family restrooms are available for parents escorting children of the 
opposite sex.

OTHER EVENTS 

In addition to Panthers games, Ericsson Stadium has been host to a number of other 
high-profile events, including Billy Graham's 1996 four-day Carolinas Crusade and the 
Rolling Stones 1997 Bridges to Babylon tour. The stadium has been the site for several 
college football games, including an annual “Carolinas Classic”, a two-game series in 1998 
and 1999 between UNC and NC State, a 1999 East Carolina/West Virginia matchup, and an 
exhibition soccer match featuring the U.S. Women’s World Cup Soccer Team versus Japan 
in 1999 and Sweden in 2000. The stadium hosted the NCAA “College Cup” Soccer 
Championship in 1999 and 2000. 


CAROLINA 3OGO PANTHERS 


On September 21, 1997 former team president 
Mike McCormack became the first member of the 
Panthers Hall of Honor. In 1998, he was joined by 
former linebacker Sam Mills who entered as the 
first former Panthers player to be so honored. 

Both Mills and McCormack, who retired as 
president of the Carolina Panthers in March 
1996, were recognized for their high contribu- 
tions to the Panthers organization with a life- 
sized bronze statue sculpted by Todd Andrews, 
who created the famous bronze Panthers that 
flank each stadium entrance. The statues were 
placed at the northeast corner of the stadium 
where they will be joined by statues of future 
inductees. 

“There is no one more appropriate than Mike 
to start our Hall of Honor,” said Panthers 
Owner/Founder Jerry Richardson at the time of 
McCormack’s induction. “The Carolina Panthers 
would not even exist without Mike’s contribu- 
tions, and he epitomizes all we want the 
Panthers to symbolize.” 

While McCormack’s National Football League 
Career spanned five decades and a number of 
teams, he may have left his most indelible 
mark on the Panthers. Starting as a consultant 
in 1989, McCormack provided an invaluable 
contact for the Richardson ownership group as 
they lobbied NFL ownership and hierarch for 
credibility early in the expansion process. 
After the Panthers overcame overwhelming 
odds to land the franchise by a unanimous vote 
in October 1993, McCormack was first general

manager before being named president. 

“Mike provided a road map for our organiza- 
tion, and we have reaped the benefits of his fore- 
sight and experience,” says successor Mark 
Richardson. “By his induction as the original 
member of our Hall of Honor, it sets a high stan- 
dard for all who follow.” 

If anyone could meet McCormack’s standard it 
is Mills, who became a Panthers standard-bearer. 

“Sam Mills has meant a lot to his organization 
and has set a high standard for our players both 
on and off the field. It is only fitting that he is 
recognized with the Carolina Panthers highest 
honor,” said Jerry Richardson. 

While Sam had a long NFL career, his accom- 
plishments with the Panthers were the basis of 
his selection. His memorable interception return 
for a touchdown spurred Carolina to the first win 
in team history in 1995 and his interception 
against Dallas sealed the Panthers win in the NFC 
divisional playoff following the 1996 season. 

Sam played 15 years as a professional, starting 
171 of 181 NFL games and earning five Pro Bowl 
selections. Sam appeared in his final Pro Bowl as 
a representative of the Panthers in 1996 at the 
age of 37. 

Regarded as one of the most savvy players in 
the game, Sam led his team in tackles 10 times 
and eclipsed the 100-tackle plateau in eight sea- 
sons. As a prized unrestricted free agent in 1995, 
he became the cornerstone of the Panthers 
defense and was the only player to start every 
game during the Panthers first three seasons. 
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The Carolina Panthers summer training camp home is 
at Wofford College in Spartanburg, South Carolina, where 
the team prepares for the upcoming season between 
mid-July and mid-August. 

This year the Panthers return for their eighth train- 
ing camp at Wofford to some of the finest training camp 
facilities in the National Football League. 

The Panthers are hosted in the school's sterling 
60,000 square-foot Richardson Physical Activities 
Building which boasts a spacious weight room, locker 
room and training facilities in addition to coaches 
offices and meeting rooms. 

In the remaining months of the year, the building 
provides Wofford students with a fitness center, aerobics 
studio and racquetball courts which complement 
Wofford's Gibbs Stadium. 

The Terriers football facility boasts a capacity of 
13,000. The Terriers make excellent use of their facilities 
as they enter their eighth season at the NCAA Division I 
level in 2002, and as they begin their sixth season of 
play in the historic Southern Conference. 

Wofford is the smallest school in the nation playing 
Division I-A or I-AA football with its enrollement of 
1,100. In fact, approximately one out of every six males 
on the Wofford campus plays on the football team. The 
Terriers annually face one of the toughest schedules in 
the nation for a I-AA member. Last year, Wofford played 
at Clemson and South Carolina. The Terriers travel this 
fall to defending ACC champion Maryland fora Sept. 28 
game. Head Football Coach Mike Ayers, the 2000 SoCon 
Coach of the Year, became the Terriers’ all-time win- 
ningest coach last season. The college fields intercolle- 
giate athletic teams in 16 sports, composed of eight 
men's and eight women's squads. 

In the 2000 Division I Graduation Rate Report, Wofford 


was the only Division I institution in the nation to rank 
in the Top 10 in all four categories: overall student/ath- 
lete graduation rate as well as those for the football, 
men's basketball and women’s basketball teams. Wofford 
has topped the Southern Conference in graduation rates 
in four of its five years in the league. 

Among its alumni, the athletic program counts 
Panthers Owner/Founder Jerry Richardson who went on 
from Wofford to play two seasons for the Baltimore Colts. 
Other prominent alums include Air Force Head Football 
Coach Fisher DeBerry and Shawn Graves, who remains 
college football's all-time rushing quarterback with 
5,128 yards and 72 touchdowns. 

The story is told that Wofford College Terrier ath- 
letic teams took their name from a professor's dog, 
who raced out of the grandstand during a 1909 base- 
ball game and drove off an opposing runner as he 
tried to tie the score. 

Said National Review's guide to the best Liberal Arts 
Colleges, "There are no junk courses at Wofford that we 
could see and we would certainly match its course of 
study with any school in the Ivy league."

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GLOSSARY OF MEDICAL TERMS 


Adapted from the Professional Athletic Trainers Association Glossary of Medical Terms 


A-C Joint- Acromioclavicular joint; joint of the shoulder 
where acromion process (of the scapula) and the distal 
end of the clavicle meet; most shoulder separations occur 
at this point, 

Abduct- Movement of any extremity away from the body. 

Abrasion- Any injury which rubs off the surface of the skin. 

Abscess- An infection which produces pus; can be the 
result of a blister, callus, penetrating wound or laceration 

Achilles Tendon- The tendon atthe back of the heel. 

Abductor- Any muscle which moves a part toward the 
median axis of the body, 

Adhesion- Abnormal adherence of collagen fibers to sur- 
rounding structures during immobilization following trau- 
ma or as a complication of surgery which restricts normal 
elasticity of the structures involved, 

Aerobic- Exercise in which energy needed is supplied by 
oxygen inspired; required for sustained periods of hard 
work and vigorous exercise. 

Anabolic Steroids- Testosterone, or a steroid hormone 
resembling testosterone, that stimulates growth in the 
body as a whole. 

Anaerobic- Exercise without the use of oxygen as an ener- 
gy source; short bursts of vigorous exercise. 

Anterior Cruciate Ligament (ACL)- Ligament of knee attach- 
ing to anterior tibial plateau and posterior medial aspect 
of femoral condyle. It provides stability in keeping the 
lower leg from coming forward. 

Anterior Compartment Syndrome- Condition in which 
swelling within the anterior compartment of the lower leg 
(comprising of muscles, nerves and arteries to the foot) 
jeopardizes the viability of the muscles and nerves within 
the compartment. 

Anti-Inflammatory- Any agent which prevents inflammation 
(such as aspirin or ibuprofen). 

Arteriogram- Film demonstrating arteries after injection of 
opaque medium (dye). 

Arthrogram- X-ray technique for joints using air and/or dye 
injected in affected area (to show torn cartilage or rotator 
cuff tears). 

Arthroscope- An instrument used for visualization of the 
interior of a joint cavity; sometimes referred to as 
“scope”. 

Arthroscopy- Examination of the internal structures of @ 
joint by means of surgical viewing apparatus (arthro- 
scope) inserted into the joint. 

Aspiration- The withdrawal of fluids from a body cavity by 
means of a suction or siphonage apparatus (syringe). 

Asymptomatic- Without symptoms. 

Atrophy- To shrivel of shrink from distise, as in muscular 
atrophy. 

Avascular Necrosis- Death of a part due to lack of circula- 
tion (can occur in the elbow from throwing). 

Avulsion- A tearing away forcibly of a part of structure, 

Axilla- The armpit. 

Baker's Cyst- Indicates that there is trauma inside the knee 
joint that leads to excessive joint-fluid production; inflam- 
mation of the gastrocnemius bursa. Usually produces 


localized swelling behind the knee. 

Bennett's Fracture- Fracture dislocation of the base of the 
first metacarpal (or the thumb). 

Biceps- Muscle on the front of the upper arm responsible 
for blending the elbow, 

Bone scan- “Radionuclide Imaging,” which is useful to 
demonstrate stress fracture not evident on routine x-rays. 

Brachial Plexus- Network of nerves originating from the 
cervical vertebrae running down the arm. 

Bruise- A discoloration of the skin due to an extravasation 
of the blood into the underlying tissues. 

Burner- Common term for brachial plexus trauma in the 
neck. Usually results in burning or tingling sensation into 
the shoulder or arm when the neck is forced beyond the 
normal range of motion. 

C.PR.- Cardiopulmonary Resuscitation; artificial establish- 
ment of circulation of the blood and movement of air into 
the lungs in a pulseless, non-breathing person, 

Calcaneus- The heel bone. 

Calf- Alsa know as gastrocnemius; muscle responsible for 
plantarflexing, or pointing the toes down the foot. 

Capsule- An enclosing structure which surrounds the joint 
and contains ligaments which stabilize that joint. 

Cartilage- Smooth, slippery substance preventing two ends 
of bones from rubbing together and grating. 

Cellulitis- Inflammation of cellular or connective tissue. 

Charley Horse- A bruise to the quadriceps resulting from a 
direct blow to the front of the thigh, characterized by intra- 
muscular bleeding. No other injury should be called a 
charley horse. 

Chondral Fracture- Fracture to the chondral (cartilaginous) 
surlaces of bone. 

Chondromalacia- A roughening of the cartilage surface. 
Best known for the roughening of the underside of the 
kneecap. 

Clavicle- The collar bone. 

Collagen- A substance existing in commonly injured tissues 
of the body, including skin, cartilage, ligaments and bone. 

Concussion- Jarring injury of the brain resulting in dysfunc- 
tion. Can be graded mild, moderate or severe depending 
on loss of consciousness, amnesia and loss of equilibrium. 

Congenital- Existing before birth; to be born with. 

Contusion- An injury to the muscles and tissues caused by 
a blow from a blunt object. 

Cortisone- An anti-inflammatory medication. 

Costochondral- The cartilage that separates the bones 
within the rib cage. 

Cyst- Abnormal sac containing liquid or semisolid matter. 

Degenerative Joint Disease- Changes in the joint surfaces 
as a result of repetitive trauma. 

Dehydration- Loss of body water. 

Deltoids- Muscles at top of arm, just below shoulder. 

Disc- A flat, round-like, plate structure usually referring to 
cartilage between vertebrae. 

Dislocation- Complete displacement of joint surfaces. 

Ecchymosis- Bleeding into the surface tissue below the 
skin, resulting ina “black and blue “ effect. 
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Ectomy- Suffix connoting the affected part (e.g. meniscec- 
tomy, appendectomy). 

Edema- Accumulation of fluid in organs and tissues of the 
body (swelling). 

Effusion- Accumulation of fluid, or the fluid itself, in various 
spaces in the body, Commonly found in the knee following 
injury. 

Electrolyte- lonized salts in blood, tissue fluids and cells 
including salts of sodium, potassium and chlorine. 

Electrolyte Drink- Fluid for replacing electrolytes, such as 
Gatorade Thirst Quencher. 

EMG- Electromyogram test to check nerve function. 

Epicondylitis- Inflammation in the elbow due to overuse of 
either the flexor or extensor muscles attaching to the 
medial or lateral epicondyle of the humerus. 

Eversion- Turning outward. 

Extension- Motion of straightening a joint, 

Extensor- A muscle which upon contraction results in 
straightening a joint. 

External Rotation- Lateral movement of a joint or extremity 
to the outside. 

Fascia- A connective tissue sheath consisting of fibrous tis- 
sue and fat which unites the skin to the underlying tissues, 

Femur- Thigh bone, 

Fibula- The smaller of the two bones in the lower leg, locat- 
ed to the outside. 

Flexihility- The ability of muscle to relax and yield to stretch 
force. 

Flexibility Exercise- A general term used to describe exer- 
cise performed hy a person to passively or actively elon- 
gate soft tissues without the assistance of a therapist. 

Flexion- Bending a joint, as in flexing the arm or leg, 

Flexor- A muscle which upon contraction flexes or bends. 

Fracture- Breach in continuity of a bone. Types of fractures 
include simple, compound, comminuted, greenstick, 
encomplete, impacted, longitudinal, oblique, stress or 
transverse. 

Gamekeeper’s Thumb- Tear of the ulnar collateral ligament 
of the metacarpo-phangeal joint of the thumb. 

Glenohumeral- The shoulder socket, containing the gle- 
noid, the humeral head and the labrum, 

Glenoid- A cavity of the scapula into which the head of the 
humerus fits to the form of the shoulder joint (the shoulder 
socket), 

Groin- Junction of the thigh and abdomen. 

Hamstring- Muscle running from the buttocks to behind the 
knee. Often injured as a result of improper conditioning or 
lack of muscle flexibility, Muscle responsible for flexing 
the knee joint, 

Heat Stroke- Condition of rapidly rising internal body tem- 
perature that overwhelms the body's mechanisms for 
release of heat. 

Heat Exhaustion- Mild form of shock caused by loss of fluid 
and electrolyte from the circulation because of excessive 
sweating when expose to heat, 

Heat Cramps- Painful muscle spasms of arms or legs caus- 
es by excessive hody heat and depletion of fluids and 
electrolyte. 

Hematoma- A tumor-like mass produced by an accumula- 
tion of coagulated blood in a cavity. 

Hip Pointer- Contusion to the iliac crest. 


Humerus- Bone of the upper arm. 

Hyperextension- Extreme extension, or straightening, of a 
limb or body part. 

lliotibial Band- A thick, wide facial jayer from the jliac crest 
to the knee joint. 

Impingement Syndrome- Pinching together of the 
supraspinatus muscle and other soft tissue in the shoul- 
der, which is common in throwing. 

Isokinetic Exercise- A form of active resistive exercise in 
which the speed of movement of the limb is controlled by 
@ pre-set rate-limiting device, such as Cybex, Biodex, etc. 

Isometric (static) Contraction- A muscle contraction in 
which tension is developed but no mechanical work is 
done, There is not appreciable joint movement and the 
overall length of the muscle remains the same. 

Isokinetic- A constant speed and consistent resistance 
exercise, 

lsotonic (dynamic) Contraction- A concentric or eccentric 
muscular contraction that results in mavement of a joint 
or body part (lifting a free waight). 

Itis- Suffix connoting inflammation (e.g. tendinitis, bursitis), 

Joint Mobilization- Passive traction and/or gliding move- 
ments applied te joint surfaces that maintain or restore 
the joint play normally allowed by the capsule, so that the 
normal roll-slide joint mechanic can occur as a person 
moves. 

Lateral Collateral Ligament (LCL)- Ligament of knee attach- 
ing lateral femoral condyle to the fibula head, It provides 
lateral stability to the knee. 

Ligament- Band of fibrous tissue that connects bone to 
bone or bone to cartilage and supports and strengthens 
joints. 

Lumbosacral- Region of low back comprised of lumbar and 
sacral spine. 

Magnetic Resonance Imaging (MRI}- Provides highly 
detailed pictures of the body's interior, using highly mag- 
netic fields. MRI does not require radiation. 

Malleolus- Rounded projections on either side of the ankle 
joint. 

Maximal! Aerobic Power (MAX VO02}- The maximal volume 
of oxygen consumed per unit of time. 

Medial- Pertaining to or near the middle. 

Medial Collateral Ligament (MCL)- Ligament of knee 
attaching to medial femoral condyle to medial tibia. It pro- 
vides medial stability to the knee, 

Meniscus- Crescent shaped cartilage usually pertaining to 
the knee joint. 

Meniscectomy- An intra-articular procedure at the knee by 
which meniscus (fibrocartilage) is removed surgically, 

Metacarpals- Five long bones of hand, jtist below fingers. 

Metatarsals- Five long bones of foot, just below toes. 

Mobilization- Passive stretching movements performed hy 
a therapist at a slow speed slow enough thata patient can 
stop the movement. 

Myositis- Inflammation of a muscle. 

Myositis Ossificans- Inflammation in muscle resulting in 
the formation of bone-like substance. 

NATA- National Athletic Trainers’ Association. The certify- 
ing and governing body of the athletic training profession, 
as approved by the National Commission for Health 
Certifying Agencies, 
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Necrotic- Relating to death of a portion of tissue. 

Neuritis- Inflammation of a nerve. 

Orthotic- Any device applied to or around the body in the 
care of physical impairment or disability, commonly used 
to control foot mechanics. 

Osteochondritis Dissecans- A piece of bone and/or carti- 
lage loosened from its attachment after trauma ad a 
cause of a lesion. 

Osteomyelitis- An inflammatory disease of bone caused 
usually by infection with straptacoccus or staphylococcus. 

PFATS- Professional Football Athletic Trainers Society; gov- 
erning body of athletic trainers employed by National 
Football League teams, 

Parasthesia- Sensation of numbness or tingling, indicating 
nerve irritation, 

Patella- The kneecap. 

Patella Tendinitis- Inflammation of the patella tendon. 

Pathology- Study of the nature and cause of disease. 

Pectorals- Chest muscles beneath the breast, leading up to 
shoulder. 

Peroneal- Muscles of the lateral lower leg responsible for 
everting the foot, 

Plantar Fascia- The tight band of muscle beneath the arch 
of the foot. 

Plica- A fold of tissue in the joint capsule and a common 
result af Knee injury. 

PNF (Proprioceptive Neuromuscular Facilitation)- An 
approach to therapeutic exercise based on the principles 
of functional human anatomy and neurophysiology, 

Posterior Cruciate Ligament (PCL)- Ligament of the knee 
attaching to posterior tibial plateau and anterior lateral 
aspect of femoral condyle, It provides stability in keeping 
the lower leg from going backward. 

Quadriceps (Quads)- The four powerful muscles in the front 
of the thigh, responsible for extending the knee joint, 

Radiography- Taking of X-rays. 

Radius- Forearm bone on thumb side. 

Reconstruction- Surgical rebuilding of an injured joint. 

Referred Pain- Pain falt in undamaged area of body away 
from actual injury. 

Rotator cuff- Comprised of four muscles in the shoulder 
area; supraspinatus, infraspinatus, teres minor, and sub- 
scapularis, Often irritated by overuse. 

S-C joint- Sternoclavicular joint; articulation between the 
sternum and the clavicle. 

Sacroiliac- Relating to the juncture of the hip bone and 
lower part of the spine. 

Sean- Injection of radioactive fluid (equal in radioactivity to 
about one x-ray) which may then be displayed on a com- 
puter/monitor or film (e.g. bone scan). 

Scapula- The shoulder blade. 

Sciatic Nerve- Largest nerve in body located in back of leg 
which controls most of its function. 

Sciatica- Irritation of the sciatic nerve, resulting in pain or 
tingling running down the inside of the cap. 

Sesamoid Bones- Lies within and adds strength to tendons 
as they cover bony surface. The most commonly known is 
the kneecap. 

Shin splint- A catch-all syndrome describing pain either in 
the front of the lower leg or on the inner aspect of the leg, 

Spasm- Sudden, violent, involuntary contraction of a muscle. 


Spleen- Large, solid organ responsible for the normal pro- 
duction and destruction of blood cells. 

Spondylitis- Inflammation of one or more vertebrae. 

Spondylolisthesis- Forward displacement of one lumbar 
vertebra, 

Spondylosis- Abnormal vertebrael fixation or immobility. 

Sprain- A joint injury. A violent twisting, stretching, pulling 
or tearing of a ligament. 

Stinger- Common term for brachial plexus trauma in the 
neck, 

Strain- A muscle injury. The stretching, pulling or twisting of 
a muscle of a tendon, 

Stress X-Ray- A continual x-ray taken when a portion of the 
body is stressed to its maximum to see ifthe ligaments are 
intact 

Stress Fracture- A hair-line type of break in bone caused by 
overuse. 

Stretching- Any therapeutic maneuver designed to length- 
en (elongate) pathologically shortened soft-tissue struc- 
tures and thereby increase range of mation. 

Subluxation- Partial dislocation of a joint. Term usually 
implies that joint can return to normal position without for- 
mal reduction. 

Supination- Moving the forearm into a palm-up position. 

Synovial Fluid- Lubricating fluid for joints and tendons, pro- 
duced in synovium, or inner lining of the joint. 

Synovitis- Inflammation of the synovium, 

Talus- The ankle bone that articulates with the tibia and 
fibula. 

Target Heart Rate- A pre-determined heart rate to be 
obtained during exercise when circulation is working at 
full efficient capacity. 

Tarsus- Arch of foot, 

Tendinitis- Inflammation of the tendon and/or tendon sheath, 
often caused by chronic overuse and/or sudden injury. 

Tendon- Fibrous tissue that connects muscles to other 
structures. 

Tennis Elbow- General term for lateral elbow pain. 

Tibia- Larger of the two bones in lower leg; weight-bearing 
bone. 

Tomograph- A special type of x-ray apparatus that demon- 
strates the organ or tissue is a particular depth. 

Trachea- The windpipe. 

Trapezius- A flat triangular muscle covering the posterior 
surface of the neck and shoulder. 

Triceps- Muscle of the posterior upper arm, opposite the 
biceps, that extends the elbow. 

Turf Toe- Sprain of the metatarsophalangeal (MTP) joint of 
the great toe, 

Turf Burn- Abrasion resulting from contact with artificial turf 
in which one or more layers of skin are removed. 

Ulna- One of two bones in forearm; extends from point of 
elbow and found on outer (little finger) side. 

Ulnar Nerve- Nerve in the elbow commonly irritated from 
excessive throwing or repeated trauma. 

Valgus- Angulation outward and away from the midline of 
the body. 

Wrist- The junction between the two forearm bones 
(radius and ulna) and the eight wrist bones (trapezium, 
trapezoid, capitate, hamate, pisiform, triquetral, lunate 
and scaphoid).

CREDENTIALS: Media who have not received credentials for the season may 
request them on a game-by-game basis.

PHOTOGRAPHERS: Photographers with accredited media outlets on an 
immediate deadline may request credentials on a game-by-game basis from the Panthers 
Communications Department.

PRESS BOX: All media should enter through press gate adjacent to Press Will 
Call at the Southwest corner of the stadium.
